3.5 Eisenhower Expansion Project – Eisenhower Regional Trail  

IDOT has initiated planning for improvements to the Eisenhower Expressway (I-290) from Cicero 

Avenue in the City of Chicago to Mannheim Road (U.S. 12/20/45) in the Village of Hillside (see 

the IDOT website: http://www.eisenhowerexpressway.com/).  The Task Force will discuss and if 

appropriate vote on a resolution calling for “the analysis of the potential for a major new off-road 

trail connecting to the Illinois Prairie Path and other local bikeways within the study corridor.”

Task Force 

members and stakeholders in the region would like to discuss education and awareness 

strategies, opportunities, and responsibilities, timeframes for changes to signage, and any 

broader policy implications resulting from this change in state law.
